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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 6-8 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from another multiple dependent 
claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 6-8 not been further treated on 
the merits. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: None of the prior art of record teach or suggest a molding unit comprising a 
mold in two parts, each mold-half borne by a support, wherein the two mold supports 
can be moved relative to each other between an open position to allow insertion of a 
parison and a closed position wherein the front faces of the two mold-halves are 
pressed against each other, and in which the supports are connected by locking means, 
between at least one of the mold-halves and the associated support, fluid pressure 
compensating means that push the mold-half transversely from a retracted position to 
an advanced position, toward the other mold-half, characterized in that the mold-half 
has controlled means for pulling back the mold-half to its retracted position. The closest 
prior art. The specification clearly sets forth that the controlled pull-back means 
excludes spring-type elastic pull-back means which make the compensating means 
work against the springs in order to move the mold-half to its advanced position (page 
8, lines 15-22 of the specification). Albrecht et al (4,427,360: figure 1 , reference 
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numeral 62), Bartoli (WO 98/13191 : figures 3 and 4 element 19) and Albrecht et al 
(5,41 1 ,391 : column 3, lines 46-52) illustrate the state of the prior art and each teaches 
some sort of spring pull-back means and not the controlled means for pulling back the 
mold to its retracted position as claimed. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The remaining references illustrate various pressure 
compensating devices used with two part molds.
